Blood Bank Volunteers 
Up Fourfold Since 1950 


For every blood donation Convair employees made at 
the start of the CRA blood bank at Convair Fort Worth— 
they now make four. 

And the amount of money they’ve saved other Convair 
employees is now nearing a t hird of a million dollars. 


“The exact figure is $303,537,” 
said M. A. Stewart, blood bank 
chairman. “And the amount of 
money doesn’t begin to measure 
the value of the simple good that 
Convair employees are doing for 
others.” 

The figures came to light this 
week as Convair Recreation Asso¬ 
ciation employee council voted 
another $2,000 for the blood 
bank. That makes a total of 
$5,200 CRA has set up for the 
blood program in the 12-month 
period. 

When the blood bank accepts a 
blood donation that requires an 
employee to be off his job, CRA 


pays him the cost of wages he 
loses for that purpose. That’s the 
blood bank’s only expense to 
CRA. 

Figures show that in the nine 
months the bank operated in 
1950, employees donated 291 
pints. 

In the past nine months, 
they’ve upped that by more 
than four times: 1,306 pints. 

“This is not only an indication 
of the increase in the demand,” 
said Stewart. “It is also a trib¬ 
ute to the spirit of Convair em¬ 
ployees who volunteer to give

Work Stations 
Increased For 
B-58 Program 


The latest in the series of B-58 forward fuselage work 
stations—involving a cost of around $25,000—was com¬ 
pleted at Convair Fort Worth this week. 

At the same time, work neared completion on cradles 
and tooling fixtures to permit B-58 work to proceed at 
each of the stations simultaneously. 


The two-level work docks are 
designed to provide convenient, 
safe and efficient working condi¬ 
tions for employees assembling 
forward fuselage sections of the 
new supersonic bomber. 

Docks are lined up in a row 
beside C-aisle. They extend from 

the 50-foot aisle of assembly 
building to the north. 

The workstands are made of 
structural steel and three-quar¬ 
ter-inch plywood. They’re tailor- 
made to fit the forward section 
of the plane. This, according to 
S. W. Driggers, in charge of the 
project, makes it impossible for 
tools or other objects to fall 
through from the top level—and 
protects heads below. 

Without revealing progress of 
the B-58 program, it can be said 
that the manufacturing plan calls 
for this sequence: forward fuse¬ 
lage sections, when complete, 
move by overhead monorail to 
the major mating area. There 
they join with aft tail sections, 
and the fuselages subsequently 
join with wing sections. 

Work docks are the responsi¬ 
bility of plant engineering crews, 
while cradles, fixtures and the 
like are the work of Dept. 81 
employees.

Walkington took one last close 
look around the B-52 outer wing 
panel standing upright in the fix¬ 
ture in Dept. 42 at Convair Fort 
Worth. 

This one was due to be the best 
job yet in the entire B-52 sub¬ 
contract program. 

Walkington motioned for 
Claude White of inspection. 
White had a close look and, in 
turn, invited Jack Weare, of Boe¬ 
ing Airplane Co., to take a look. 

The inspection finished, Walk¬ 
ington handed the final opera¬ 
tions card to White. White 
stamped inspection’s approval. 
Weare signed it. Walkington 
nodded to L. J. McMurry of traf¬ 
fic. McMurry signaled to F. W. 
Blakeley in the monorail waiting 
in the rafters. Blakeley juggled 
his controls. 

Then the latest B-52 outer wing 
panel went up over the heads of 
watching Dept. 42 employees and 
started on its way to the Boeing 
assembly line in Wichita, Kan. 

Moving a B-52 wing panel is 
never routine. Neither is it a 
world-shaking event. But this 
particular B-52 panel held more 
than average interest to a lot of 
people because— 

It moved out five days ahead 
of schedule—and it went out 
costing about one-third less 
than the one before it! 

Further, it was the best job 
of quality workmanship Gen-

Role as Carswell Wins 
SAC Air Safety Trophy 


B-36 crews at Carswell Air 
Force Base were honored this 
month with the Strategic Air 
Command flying safety trophy 
for the second consecutive year. 

Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, com¬ 
mander-in-chief of SAC, present¬ 
ed the trophy to Brig. Gen. John 
D. Ryan, commander 19th Air 
Division, in ceremonies Jan. 7 at 
the AF base across the runway 
from Convair Fort Worth. 

This was the first time in the 
10-year history of SAC that any 
base has taken the trophy in two 
consecutive years. 

The record was piled up in 
more than 45,000 combat training 
hours while making more than 
25,000 takeoffs and landings—all 
without either a minor or major 
accident or fatality. 

In the two-year record, Cars¬ 
well crews have flown more 
than 90,000 hours for a total 
of 27 million miles — about 
1,100 times around the world— 
and almost all in Convair-built 
B-36s. 

Gen. LeMay pointed out that 
the record is particularly out¬ 
standing in view of the many 
extended flights and much con¬

Corp., all of San Diego; Ekstrom-

Brooks Co., of Rockford, Ill. 

Wheland Co., Chattanooga; 
Servel Inc., Evansville, Ind.; Fair- 
child Engine & Airplane Corp., 
Shawnee, Okla.; Bendix Aviation 
Corp., South Bend, Ind.; Cleveland 
Pneumatic Tool Co., Cleveland, 
O.; B. F. Goodrich Co. and Gen¬ 
eral Tire and Rubber Co., both of 
Akron; H. W. Loud Machine 
Works, Inc., Pomona, Calif.; Steel 
Products Engineering Co., Spring- 
field, O., and Continental Can Co., 
of Coffeyville, Kan. 

Convair’s out-of-plant contacts

Convair this week mourns the 
loss of two B-36 crew members at 
Fort Worth, the first fatalities 
involving flight operations in the 
entire B-36 program at Convair 
FW.

at all from his own new ideas in 
this field of work. 

“In the new set-up, he still 
doesn’t have a big chance. But at 
least he has some chance.” 

The new agreement, without 
going into all the legal technicali¬ 
ties, requires employees to dis¬ 
close all such ideas to Convair 
and the government. The em¬ 
ployee is required to agree to 
seek no pay for any accepted by 
the government for the benefit 
of the nation as a whole. 

If not taken over by the gov¬ 
ernment, however, he will get 
some benefit if his idea is ac¬ 
cepted by Convair as being of 
sufficient value to merit apply¬ 
ing for a patent. In this case, 
he is first paid $50 for executing 
a patent application. 

Then, if the patent is obtained, 
he stands to earn more cash—as 
he does on any other invention 
qualifying for payments from 
royalties received by Convair 
from licenses to others. 

The payments amount to 30 per 
cent of all up to and including 
$1,000; 25 per cent of all over 
that up to and including $2,000; 
and 20 per cent of all over $2,000. 

The new forms went to each 
department today. They will be 
handed to each employee between 
now and March 7. After they are 
signed, they will be kept on file 
in employment section of the per¬ 
sonnel department. 

All employees hired on or after 
October 24, 1955, already have 
signed the agreements. Jt is not 
necessary for them to sign new 
forms.

“We can certainly be proud of 
the employees and supervisors in 
these departments,” said Temple.

R3Y-2 Seeks High Waves 
For Rough Water Tests 


Bad weather often becomes 
“good weather” in a current test 
program on a Convair R3Y-2 
Tradewind transport. 

Tests involve a series of take¬ 
offs and landings made under 
what the Navy calls “rough wat¬ 
er” conditions for which waves 
of from three to five feet high 
are required. To produce such 
waves the wind is usually blow¬ 
ing from 16 to 30 knots and ac¬ 
companying rain is not uncom¬ 
mon. 

Scene of the test program 
involving both Convair and Na¬ 
vy personnel is Alameda Naval 
Air Station’s seaplane operat¬ 
ing area on San Francisco Bay. 

“Alameda was selected because 
water and wind conditions there 
are much more suited for the 
operation than in the San Diego 
area,” W. W. Withee of Convair’s 
experimental flight section at SD 
said. “However, the most im¬ 
portant reason is that the Navy’s 
yR-2 Squadron gets a chance to 
work with the R3Y-2. 

“VR-2 Squadron will operate 
the Tradewinds when they get 
their first taste of ‘sea duty’ 
in the near future,” he added. 

Withee reported that Convair 
3D keeps in close touch with 
Alameda and when the weather 
forecast is right—and an airplane 
is available—a “task force” is 
rounded up for the trip. Experi¬ 
mental flight supplies the plane’s 
crew, including pilot, co-pilot, 
flight engineers and flight test 


engineers. Engineering also sends 
along a structures man, a hydro 
dynamics engineer, test labora¬ 
tory personnel and a representa¬ 
tive of service engineering. From 
elsewhere come electronics tech¬ 
nicians, inspectors, experimental 
factory employees, field opera¬ 
tions men and generally one or 
more photographers. 

Some expedition members tra¬ 
vel with the airplane. Others go 
by other means of transporta¬ 
tion. 

Once at Alameda, a boat carries 
engineers out to a wave guide 
mounted on a fixture called the 
“Dolphin” by Navy personnel. 
Here readings are made of the 
depth of waves and recorded elec¬ 
tronically on tape. When the 
waves reach the specified depth, 
a radio message to shore sets 
the operation in motion. 

Navy and Convair crews take 
up posts both in boats and oA 
land, camera crews stand by and 
radios are tuned to control the 
entire operation. Often a heli¬ 
copter hovers overhead or a chase 
plane follows the big turboprop 
as it circles the area to settle 
down, come to a full stop and 
then taxi back to takeoff again. 

The rough water program first 
started almost a year ago when 
an R3Y conducted tests at Ala¬ 
meda prior to flying from San 
Diego to the Navy’s Flight Test 
Center at Patuxent River, Md. 
The R3Y-2 (bowloader) phase 
started shortly after the first of 
the year.

Erickson said that the men 
were on duty in the rear com¬ 
partment as scanners when there 
was a flash fire. 

“We believe that the smoke 
overcame both and that their last 
conscious act was to jump. Nei¬ 
ther man pulled his parachute rip 
cord.” 

When there was no answer 
from the rear compartment on 
the plane’s in¬ 
tercom, Second 
Flight Engineer 
Bill White, 33, 
volunteered to 
investigate. He 
made his way 
through the 85- 
foot tunnel to 
the rear of the 
plane and en¬ 
tered the smoke- 
filled cabin. It 
was deserted. Bl " 

The crew stayed with the plane 
and landed at 3 p.m. An air and 
ground search was organized im¬ 


mediately under the direction of 
Erickson and I. B. Hale, FW man¬ 
ager of industrial security. Sev¬ 
eral hundred Convair FW second 
shift men started the search in 
the Roanoke-Argyle-Denton vicin¬ 
ity. Meanwhile, civil authorities, 
volunteer agencies, radio and TV 
stations joined in to help. More 
hundreds joined the hunt the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

A call to Convair’s flight office 
from Mrs. G. G. Crawford led to 
the end of the search. She report¬ 
ed that Walter Sutton of Roanoke 
had found one of the missing 
men. The other was located by 
the helicopter crew of Lt. Tru¬ 
man Lawrence from Gary Air 
Force Base, San Marcos. 

The magnitude of the' search, 
in point of numbers, was un¬ 
precedented. Erickson said that 
he had been asked by other 
members of the flight depart¬ 
ment to express their gratitude 
for the response from so many. 

“It is comforting to us to know 
that Convair people, as well as 
the whole community, can be 
counted on to respond in any 
emergency,” he said. 

Convair Fort Worth flight op¬ 
erations had gone since Novem¬ 
ber, 1943, without a fatality. A 
B-24 bomber crashed with loss of 
life during that month. Since 
then, Convair crews had flown 
many thousands of hours, and 
millions of miles, in B-24s, B-32s, 
YB-60s and B-36s without a fa¬ 
tality.

“Ham” radio operators who re¬ 
ceive a QSL from KN6MTN 
often do a quick double take. It's 
written in Braille! 

For the uninitiated, a QSL is a 
type of post card sent from one 
amateur to another, verifying 
contact. They are treasured, es¬ 
pecially unusual ones. KN6MTN 
are the call letters of Phil Leon¬ 
ard of Dept. 25 at Convair San 
Diego. He uses Braille because 
he has been blind since he was 
11 . 

“However, so they will be able 
to read it, I write a translation 
alongside the Braille,” Leonard 
explained. 

Amateur radio work is the 
latest of Leonard's many spare 
time hobbies. He bowls, plays 
golf, plays two musical instru¬ 
ments and cooks his own meals 
in his own apartment (Convair- 
iety, Feb. 25, 1953). 

“I have always been interested 
in amateur radio as a means of 
meeting new people and hearing 
of new places,” Leonard said. 

Convair SD Squadron 
Of Civil Air Patrol 
Under Consideration 

The possibility of forming a 
Civil Air Patrol squadron made 
up of Convair San Diego people 
is being investigated by J. F.

Leonard uses a conventional 
set with both speaker and code 
key. However, being unable to 
see the modulation meter (which 
indicates how strong his signal 
is), he has devised a sort of 
monitor which gives off a sound 
that increases and decreases as 
he controls the volume. 

Leonard prefers code. And for 
a good reason. 

“I talk all day in my work as 
a dispatcher,” he said. “So at 
night I just peck away at my 
code key and it's a welcome re¬ 
lief.” 

The Federal Communications 
Commission directs that each 
amateur must keep an exacting 
“Log” on all calls, plus the time, 
date, place and frequency and sig¬ 
nal strength. Leonard has a very 
neat record book with each item 
correctly entered—in Braille.

Flight Training Plan

Convair Fort Worth’s tooling 
department now outdoes the bees 
at their own business—making 
honeycomb. 

Convair’s honeycomb is no 
sticky haphazard core-type thing. 
Instead, it’s a smooth, precision- 
made job. 

And what's more—for what is 
believed the first time in the 
industry — Convair personnel 
now make titanium honeycomb 
core. 

Making it all possible is a new 
prototype machine designed by 
M. L. Suter and Karl Kalber of 
FW tooling’s manufacturing and 
research development section. 
Whether it gets into the actual 
aircraft production picture still 
remains to be seen. 

The automatic machine is in 
the proofing stage now in tool 
manufacturing department. 

According to J. C. Starnes, as¬ 
sistant supervisor in tooling, the 
machine will produce both ti¬ 
tanium and stainless steel core 
that can be heat treated. 

The answer, they believe, is 
this machine that makes honey¬ 
comb like no hard-working bee 
ever thought of. Metal strip (eith¬ 
er titanium or stainless steel, for 
example) is fed into the machine 
from a spool. The machine first 
bends the strip into a row of 
tiny ridges and valleys. Actually 
this is one-half of one row of 
cells in a finished honeycomb. 
Then, it forms a second row with 
identical ridges. Then the two 
rows are joined by spot welding 
at each spot the ridges touch. 


When one row's complete, anoth¬ 
er is started. And it’s all auto¬ 
matic—and going on at the same 
time. 

“The ridges are welded some 
thing like a sewing machine 
makes stitches,” explained 
Starnes. 

The core, of course, is used as 
the “filling” between two panels 
of metal. The core and panels are 
bonded together in the desired 
shape. Right now, Convair buys 
the core. 

“If we prove successful,” said 
Starnes, “it will mean a big sav¬ 
ing for Convair Fort Worth. 

“And we’ll know more about 
that when we get the results of 
tests now being made at Convair 
San Diego.”

Passengers Get 
First Rides in 
New Model 440 

Passengers in the Southwest 
had their first taste of air travel 
aboard Convair's new Metropoli¬ 
tan transport early this month 
when Continental Air Lines put 
their first Model 440 into service 
just one day after delivery. 

A Continental crew departed 
San Diego Feb. 8 with the line's 
first Model 440, landing at El 
Paso. Early Feb. 9 it took off 
with passengers for a flight to 
Kansas City and Denver with 
intermediate stops. 

The airplane is now in Conti¬ 
nental shops in Denver for instal¬ 
lation of certain company equip¬ 
ment (radome, radio instruments, 
etc.) and a paint job. (Unlike 
most airlines, Continental prefers 
to do its own painting. Convair 
delivered the ship with only a 
plain white covering on the upper 
fuselage.) 

Continental plans to put the 
airplane into regular service on 
routes throughout the Southwest 
about mid-March. 

Meanwhile, Continental's sec¬ 
ond airplane has been flown and 
is due for delivery either this 
week or next, while the third is 
slated to roll off the Bldg. 2 as¬ 
sembly line this week with de¬ 
livery in mid-March. 

AERO O/Y of Finland becomes 
the second commercial airline to 
receive the new Metropolitan 
transport this week when it takes 
delivery of a single airplane on 
order. 

The first of 11 Model 440s or¬ 
dered by Scandinavian Airlines 
System, Inc. (SAS) is slated for 
factory completion next week and 
should be delivered in March. 

Thus far Convair has orders 
for 73 of the latest Convair-Liner 
model and negotiations are con¬ 
tinuing which are expected to lead 
to substantial additional sales. 

Iberia, Spain's national airline, 
was the most recent line to place 
orders.

F-102A Continues Cold Weather Test 
With 'Outdoor Living in Alaska Ice 


Cold weather tests on the 
F-102A which began last year in 
Florida are now being continued 
at Ladd Air Force Base, Alaska. 

Situated approximately 100 
miles below the Arctic Circle, 
Ladd AFB is the site of a special 
cold weather test detachment op¬ 
erated by the Air Force’s Air 
Research and Development Com¬ 
mand, the same command respon¬ 
sible for the climatic hangar tests 
at Florida's Eglin AFB (Convair- 
iety, Nov. 2, 1955). 

“The Eglin part of the pro¬ 
gram was conducted under con¬ 
trolled climatic conditions, while 
tests at Ladd AFB will be un¬ 
der actual operational condi¬ 
tions encountered at northern 
bases in winter months,” said 
W. F. Chana of Convair SD's 
field service engineering sec¬ 
tion. 

Chana was a member of the 
Convair delegation on hand at 
Ladd last month for the first 
week of the program.

Since the F-102A has been in 
the north, temperatures have 
ranged as low as 48 degrees 
below! 


Convair F-102A operations at 
Palmdale, Calif., will expand to 
include “interim quarters” soon, 
W. J. Martin, Palmdale opera¬ 
tions manager, reported this 
week. 

The new facility, which will 
supplement Convair's current lo¬ 
cation at Palmdale, will serve 
until permanent accommodations 
are completed. 

Meanwhile, the interim site, 
located about a half mile from 
Convair’s present headquarters 
on the Palmdale airport, will 
offer facilities for field opera¬ 
tions work on approximately 25 
airplanes.

In addition, there are 13 out¬ 
side work stations and several 
smaller structures for storage, 
warehouse space and office 
room. The hangars are linked 
by asphalt runways with regu¬ 
lar airport taxi strips, so that 
planes can be shifted easily 
without interference.

A similar report came from 
Guy Nesbitt of sanitation. 

“Lunch-time litter improved 
immediately when the call went 
out,” said Nesbitt. “But in a 
day or two, we could see people 
beginning to let down again— 
and starting to get careless 
again.” 

Employees were reminded that 
the clean-up effort is not a tem¬ 
porary affair. 

“All this takes is the simple 
act of putting trash in the 
trash cans instead of on the 
floors,” said August C. Esen¬ 
wein, division manager. 

“But it’s not a thing we can do 
for just one week or one month. 
We’ll have to keep it clean from 
now on—if we are to make a suc¬ 
cess of our plan to permit smok¬ 
ing in more areas. 

“We can’t afford to run the 
risk of endangering lives l j al¬ 
lowing smoking in spots \ here 
trash is scattered about. 

“So we’ve got to clean up our 
plant—and keep it clean. Nothing 
else.will do.” 

If the clean-up effort continues 
to make progress, plans are to 
announce the new rules late this 
month. 

In preparation for that, hun¬ 
dreds of cigarette butt cans al¬ 
ready are being built. They will 
be spotted throughout the fac¬ 
tory and employees will be en¬ 
couraged to use them, rather than 
to toss cigarettes on the floors. 

Earlier, an additional 100 new 
trash cans were put out. This 
makes a total of 661 cans. More 
will be spotted if necessary, ac¬ 
cording to Nesbitt.

Fueling Facilities 
Centered at Single 
Spot at Convair FW 

All rolling stock at Convair 
Fort Worth now will be fueled 
at the same location, north of the 
garage. Both gasoline and LP 
fuel will be dispensed at one spot 
for greater convenience. 

The underground gasoline stor¬ 
age tank has a 10,000-gallon ca¬ 
pacity. A 10,000-gallon LP fuel 
storage tank is a few feet from 
the pumps. In a month’s time, 
more than 36,000 gallons of gaso¬ 
line and LP fuel will go into 540 
Fort Worth vehicles, ranging 
from scooters to lift trucks and 
giant cranes to executive cars. 
LP fuel is used in 135 pieces of 
equipment; the other 405 use 
gasoline.

Linguist Makes 4,000-Mile Trip 
To Confirm Active 'Imagination' 


When Convair Pomona’s Andy 
Pomeroy (Dept. 6) made a 4,000- 
plus-miles tour of Mexico in May, 
he followed a familiar route—but 
a route that he had never actually 
traveled before. 

Confusing ? It’s really very 
simple. When Pomeroy started 
teaching evening classes in con¬ 
versational Spanish at Chaffey 
Junior College four years ago, 
he compiled his own textbook. 
In the book he described in de¬ 
tail a mythical U. S. family’s 
vacation trip through Mexico. 

In the account of the trip he 
traced the complete itinerary, de¬ 
scribing each overnight stop down 
to the name of the city and 
hotel. He even included conversa¬ 
tion between the family and vari¬ 
ous Mexicans, in which they asked 
about meals, lodgings, gasoline, 
road conditions, etc. 

“I had never made this trip, 
so most of the details were 
drawn from my imagination,” 
Pomeroy said. “Several of my 
former students did make sim¬ 
ilar trips, and a number of 
them commented on how ac¬ 
curately I had described condi¬ 
tions. 

“But I didn’t realize how ac¬ 
curate I had been until my wife

and I actually made the trip this 
year,” he continued. “I found that 
I had accurately estimated each 
day’s journey, and we even stayed 
at the same hotels I had men¬ 
tioned in the text.” 

Pomeroy, who has a bachelor’s 
degree in romance languages and 
a master’s degree in Spanish from 
UCLA, made the trip primarily 
to take pictures and get other 
first-hand information to add 
realism to his Spanish classes, he 
said. 

The Pomeroys left Pomona 
May 4, entered Mexico at No¬ 
gales, and drove down the new 
West Coast Highway 15 via 
Hermosilla, Mazatlan, Guadala¬ 
jara and Toluca to Mexico City. 
From there they went to Cuerna¬ 
vaca and Taxco before they 
started the return trip. They ar¬ 
rived home May 18. 

“The two-lane asphalt highway 
was excellent along the entire 
route, except for about five miles 
which were being resurfaced,” 
Pomeroy said. “But because of 
livestock and slow-moving or 
parked vehicles along the high¬ 
way, high speed or night driving 
are not recommended. 

“Costs are amazingly low. 
First class hotel accommoda¬ 
tions for two average less than 
$5 per day, and meals average 
between $3 and $4 per person. 
High-test, gasoline costs 22 
cents per gallon.” 

Pomeroy also had some other 
advice for prospective Mexican 
tourists. Food should be eaten 
only in restaurants in major 
hotels and cities. Unpeeled fruits 
and vegetables should be avoided, 
and only bottled water or bottled 
drinks should be consumed. 

Clothing should include com¬ 
fortable walking shoes, and,, in 
the summer, a lightweight rain¬ 
coat. Nylon or other garments 
which do not require pressing 
are advisable, since rapid laundry 
service is available only in Mex¬ 
ico City. 

“And a word of caution to the 
women: don’t wear slacks, shorts 
or peddlepushers in Mexico, ex¬ 
cept in the beach communities,” 
Pomeroy added. “Mexican men 
like femininity, and are not used 
to women wearing the pants in 
! the family.”

Inspector Finds Civil War Diary, 
Confederate $20 Bill in Attic 


A long-forgotten diary of a 
Confederate soldier, written 94 
years ago, was discovered recent¬ 
ly by E. E. McGee, Convair Fort 
Worth inspector, Dept. 29. He 
found it in the attic of an old 
house at Bridgeport, 40 miles 
northwest of Fort Worth. 

Signed only by the name 
“Flem,” the diary was dated 
from Feb. 20 to June 16, 1862, 
during the second year of the 
Civil War. Names of little-known 
generals and officers are re¬ 
corded, as well as battles and 
forts which few history books 
mention. Factual accounts of en¬ 
gagements—how many men were 
lost, names of wounded, amount 
of equipment captured—were set 
down along with the soldier’s 
personal thoughts. 

He told of joining the army 
and being assigned to Camp Fish¬ 
er near the Potomac River, then 
marching with the Southern 
army to Richmond, Va. 

An entry made after a battle 
outside of Richmond reads, 
“The road was full of citizens 
anxious to hear from the fight, 
but not anxious to engage in 
it. The kindness and hospitality 
. . . will be a pleasant reflec¬ 
tion in the future when peace¬ 
ful relations shall have been 
established between our peo¬ 
ple . . .” 

Of a battle fought at Fort Pu¬ 
laski, he said, “The cannonballs 
of the enemy were conical and 
steel-pointed and propelled with 


such force as to pop entirely 
through the walls of the fort at 
nearly every fire.” 

Other mementos of the Civil 
War, found by McGee as he was 
helping a friend move into the 
home, included a ledger kept by 
a commissary officer in the Con¬ 
federate Army and a $20 Con¬ 
federate bill. 

McGee has no present plans 
for his find, but says that he may 
give the items to a historical 
society.

(This is third and final installment in 
a series which traces the evolution of 
an airplane part from $240 in raw ma¬ 
terial to an investment of about $6,000 
in materials, time and workmanship.) 

A series of operations that 
transforms a $240 piece of raw 
metal into an aluminum “slug” 
worth about $1,000 is only the 
start of the extensive treatment 
that Convair Fort Worth em¬ 
ployees give it. 

Then comes the build-up— 
combining the part with others 
to put it into the form it takes 
finally on the delta-wing B-58 
supersonic bomber. 

(In earlier stages, employees 
turned the piece of solid metal 


Blueprints which would cost an 
estimated $50,000 to replace will 
be issued to Convair Fort Worth 
employees in the next two 
months. 

And how many of them ac¬ 
tually will have to be replaced 
will depend entirely upon the 
treatment they get. 

Hundreds of Convair FW 
employees every day handle 
blueprints many times. The av¬ 
erage print costs about $2.60 to 
replace. 

“If you had a gift certificate or 
check worth $2.60, you wouldn’t 
tear it, get it greasy or put tools 
or parts on it for a paper 
weight,” said C. B. Martin, of 
manufacturing control. 

During a recent two-month pe¬ 
riod, clerks in blueprint control 
section of FW Dept. 22 handed 
out more than 17,800 prints— 


into the slug, a complicated 
framework that looks like the 
missing part of a king-size jig¬ 
saw puzzle.) 

At this point, the slug, about 
one-half inch thick, is taken from 
the vinyl coated peg rack dollies 
where it’s been stored for safe¬ 
keeping. In Dept. 31, employees 
bring it together with two thin 
aluminum sheets to form a sand¬ 
wich panel. It’s mated and trim¬ 
med to fit. 

Then it goes into Dept. 33, 
bonded structures, where em¬ 
ployees drill guide attach holes in 
the skins to match the pattern of 
the holes in the slugs. 

Next, the core — either fiber 
glass or aluminum—is carefully 


both new and replacements. 

Replacements are frequently 
required due to improper folding. 

Extra markings on a print also 
can cause it to be scrapped. Pen¬ 
ciled notations made by one em¬ 
ployee can be confusing to an¬ 
other who tries to use the print 
later. 

Tools or parts used as paper 
weights to hold a blueprint in 
place may be greasy or have 
sharp edges. A print marred by 
grease stains or tears and holes 
must be scrapped. 

“There are so many ways to 
ruin a blueprint,” said Martin. 
“And the one good way to keep 
them in use as long as they’re in 
date is to handle them carefully. 

“A blueprint is just like a tool. 
You can’t work without them and 
you’ve got to take good care of 
them to do the job right.” 


fitted into the open pockets of 
the slug. 

Thorough cleaning is next. All 
the parts are cleaned and de¬ 
greased, deoxidized, rinsed twice 
and dried by hot air. 

The panels must be absolutely 
dirt and grease free or they 
won’t bond. From now on, “kid- 
glove” treatment is no mere ex¬ 
pression. 

Employees must wear white 
gloves—clean white gloves, at 
that—any time they touch the 
part. That’s to keep skin oils 
or dirt from the precious part. 

A liquid adhesive is added to 
the panel and it’s assembled and 
tack bonded. Now it’s ready for 
the actual bonding. To do this, 
the sandwich panels are carefully 
placed in huge bonding fixtures. 

After several hours in the fix¬ 
ture, thousands of pounds of 
pressure combined with steam 
heat produce a bonded honey¬ 
comb panel. It’s removed from 
the fixture and rolled on a special 
table with ball bearing rollers so 
it won’t be scratched. This table 
also makes it easier for em¬ 
ployees to handle the panel so it 
won’t be dropped in the process. 
It’s cleaned and ready for in¬ 
spection. 

Ultrasonic inspection is used by 
Dept. 27 crews to insure that the 
bonding is perfect. A tiny crystal 
inside a probe goes back and 
forth over each fraction of the 
panel. Any flaw registers on a 
TV-like screen. 

When the panel passes this 
close inspection, it’s covered 
with protective paper to pre¬ 
vent any possible scratches or 
other injury. 

Next a special test coupon is 
removed from the panel. This 
goes to a lab operated by process 
control crews near the bonded 
structures section of the plant. 
The lab’s tensile machines test 
the strength of the panel to see 
if it will withstand the enormous 
weight loads it will face as a 
part of an airplane. 

Its last encounter is in Dept. 
30 where final milling puts the 
attach holes through the panel. 
After inspection, the panel is 
ready for its destination—on the 
plane. 

, When it is in place, it is in¬ 
spected again. Inspection passed 
—it’s now an integral part of 
the plane. 

The part is estimated to repre¬ 
sent a total investment of time 
and skill amounting to about 
$6,000. The part has increased to 
about 25 times its original value. 

Careful workmanship and care¬ 
ful handling helped bring the 
part from receiving in the ware¬ 
house to its station on a sleek 
new airplane.

August C. Esenwein, Convair 
Fort Worth Division manager, 
spoke in this vein Aug. 25 before 
about 1,000 members of the Con¬ 
vair Management Club meeting 
in the Lake Worth Casino. 

He reminded listeners that the 
B-58 is the first supersonic bomb¬ 
er for the U. S. Air Force, then 
added: 

“We know that it is the only 
U. S. bomber in that class—and 
that it would take the Air Force 
another four or five years to de¬ 
velop another from scratch. 

“Thus, it is our solemn respon¬ 
sibility to the nation to see that 
it comes to full fruition.”

Work stations to be used for B-58 engine runs and 
other tests were under construction this week at Convair 
Fort Worth. 

Located east of the development hangar, the stations 
are being built by outside contractors and Dept. 25-3 

people at a cost of about $75,000. 

The stations are enclosed by 
a 25-foot wall in horseshoe shape 
on three sides to help control 
sound during engine runs. 

They were designed by plant 
engineering people with an assist 
from two representatives of the 
acoustical consulting firm of Bolt 
Beranek and Newman, Inc., of 
Cambridge, Mass. 

The enclosures are being con¬ 
structed of three-quarter inch 
plywood, fiber glass panel in¬ 
sulation and corrugated and 
perforated aluminum sheeting. 
Walls are built on telephone 
poles embedded in concrete. 

The stations have special sound 
insulated observation booths. 

A flight status run station is 
also being built west of the elec¬ 
tronics building as a part of the 
B-58 work run station construc¬ 
tion. * > 

Facilities work—electrical wir¬ 
ing, water lines and such—is be¬ 
ing done by plant engineering 
people as well as follow-up work 
on construction. 

The work stations will be the 
B-58’s first “home” outside the 
main Fort Worth plant; and will 
be the center of operations for 
the hand-picked field and service 
mechanic crew which will carry 
the airplane through final stages 
paving the way for first flight.

TF-102 Flight\Exciting Experience , 
Reports Convair Lensman at SD 


'Pioneer' Tool Planning 
For F-102 Proves Itself 


Visibility is “terrific” and fly¬ 
ing in a TF-102 is “very excit¬ 
ing,” a Convair San Diego photo¬ 
grapher reported this week after 
a ride in the trainer version of the 
F-102A. 

Dan Otto, first Convair lens- 
man (and among the first non¬ 
flight civilians) to fly in a TF, 
made the hop from Palmdale to 
George AFB. The TF had brought 
a pilot to Palmdale who was 
slated to fly back in a new F- 
102A. Otto filled the empty seat 
on the TF's return flight. 

“The main thing that im¬ 
pressed me on takeoff and land¬ 
ing was the high visibility and 
the exciting view of the speed¬ 
ing runway directly in front,” 
Otto said. 

“This was the first side-by- 
side jet in which I had flown. 
Always before, the plane had been 
a tandem type, with the pilot in 
front. Naturally, you don't have 
a very clear view of the runway 
ahead and you feel like the pas¬ 
senger you are. 

“But in the TF you are facing 
the instrument panel and the pilot 
is at your elbow and you feel a 
definite part of the show. In 
fact, I found myself chatting on 
the interphone far more than I 
ever did in a tandem plane. I 
don't know why, exactly, but it 
is just easier to converse. Per¬ 


haps because you can gesticu¬ 
late.” 

Otto said the cockpit is quite 
comfortable in spite of bulk of 
flight gear, parachute and hel¬ 
met. Although not big enough to 
“walk around in,” there still is a 
feeling of spaciousness. Proce¬ 
dure is generally the same as 
with other planes. The pilot 
taxis into position, sets brakes, 
runs up the engine and informs 
the tower that he is “rolling.” 

“A few seconds later he hits 
the after burner and then you 
really get an impression of 
power. . . . The runway comes 
rushing at you in a blur of 
speed . . .” 

Otto said he had no particular 
recollection of noise, and once off 
the ground there was little sensa¬ 
tion of high speed either, except 
that during the climb from take¬ 
off he knew he wasn't “just chug¬ 
ging along.” 

“Another sensation I remember 
was that of being ‘out in front’ 
of everything,” he said. “In other 
planes you get used to seeing a 
wing out of the corner of your 
eye. But in the TF you really 
have to crane your neck to see the 
delta. It's 'way back of you . . .” 

Otto found visibility an asset 
in aerial photography from the 
TF and made several shots dur¬ 
ing his flight.

San Diego Police Department 
this week appealed to Convair 
autoists for increased caution and 
obedience to traffic regulations.

Higgins and Evans 
To Teach at State 

Two Convair SD men will be 
on the faculty for extension 
courses offered by San Diego 
State College this fall. 

A. P. Higgins, works manager 
at Plant 2, will teach manufac¬ 
turing and tooling administra¬ 
tion; while W. G. Evans, pur¬ 
chasing agent, will teach indus¬ 
trial purchasing. 


With production of F-102As 
steadily mounting at San Diego, 
the effectiveness of early Convair 
tool planning for the program 
becomes more and more evident. 

The ideas that were pioneered 
a year and more ago—and were 
daring at the time—have 
proved sound and workable. 

The Air Force established some 
exceptionally close dimensional 
tolerances for the F-102A. Long 
accepted tooling ideas just were 
not practical, so they were either 
revised or rewritten in favor of 
new methods. 

For instance, air frames are 
generally built in large sections. 
The larger the better, since it 
eliminates constant moves and 
handling and at the same time 
does away with excessive tooling 
fixtures, according to W. P. 
Woods, chief tool engineer at 
Plant 2. 

Not so on the F-102A. Much 
smaller units are the rule. They 
allow closer checks on tolerance, 
provide maximum accessibility 
and allow space for installation 
of primary items. Primary items 
(wiring, bracketry, etc.), once in¬ 
stalled after the airframe was 
almost complete, now go into 
these smaller units, drastically 
cutting the necessary final as¬ 
sembly time. 

Rotating tooling fixtures make 
it easier to work on these units 
from every angle. 

Typical of this idea are fixtures 
for mating the center fuselage 
section. Four smaller components 
are brought together in a single 
fixture. The two sides are joined 
first, then joined a second time 
to form the section. This opera¬ 
tion is performed without the use 


of cranes or outside moving de¬ 
vices. 

“This installation is a typical 
example of the close cooperation 
between shop and tooling per¬ 
sonnel back in the planning 
stages,” Woods said. “The idea 
originated in Dept. 70 where the 
operation is performed. 

“Then, and now, functions like 
industrial engineering, plant engi¬ 
neering and many others are 
helping perfect new and better 
tooling methods.” 

Major mating of the fuselage 
involves another new tooling 
idea. Three main sections are 
brought together in a single 
fixture, the center rigid, with 
the ends movable. Once in the 
fixture, necessary moves are 
accomplished as needed by 
cranks and levers. With a few 
minor alterations, both F- 
102As and TF-102A trainers 
can move through the same 
fixtures. 

Another new idea was used in 
mating the wings to the fuselage. 
Instead of lowering the fuselage 
onto the wings, a practice long 
followed, the wings are moved up 
to the fuselage. This is accomp¬ 
lished on dollies perfected by 
plant engineering. The dollies roll 
on tracks and can be adjusted for 
installation as needed. The entire 
operation, including bolt attach¬ 
ment, fuel and electrical joining 
and other minor steps is com¬ 
pleted in about three hours, a 
far cry from old mating practices. 

Optically-located points control 
assembly operations from small 
components to major assembly. 
They make it possible to main¬ 
tain a set of rigid standards that 
insure the close tolerances neces¬ 
sary.

'Prototypes' For Rubber Parts 
Perform Pioneer Work at FW 


A pint-sized fabrication rubber 
plant with a gallon-sized job is 
operating daily inside the chem¬ 
istry laboratory at Convair Fort 
Worth. 

The work is done by Jack Swain 
and Jack Mathis, both of Dept. 
6-7. Although the parts they deal 
in are small, they are important. 

Frequently there is need for a 
part that is particularly heat re¬ 
sistant, elastic or strong, such 
as for a gasket or seal or hose. 
Swain and Mathis are then called 
upon to see if the part can be 
made of silicone rubber. Though 
seven times more expensive than 
natural rubber, the silicone pro¬ 
duct is more resistant to heat and 
cold, a quality important to the 
supersonic B-58. 

Swain and Mathis usually start 
with a drawing. Then comes a 
mold. The part is fabricated and 
thoroughly tested. If it stands up, 
engineers know it can be suc¬ 
cessfully manufactured and the 
work of producing additional 
parts is turned over to a vendor. 

“We are not in competition 
with rubber manufacturers,” 
said Harold Owen, research 
chemist and one of the develop¬ 
ers of the lab’s methods. 

“We try to prove that the 


design of a part is what we 
want, before we go to the ex¬ 
pense of having one manufac¬ 
tured in a vendor’s shop. There 
is a substantial savings invol¬ 
ved in making our own ‘proto¬ 
types.’ ” 

Owen pointed out that quite 
often the parts made at Convair 
are items that could not be pur¬ 
chased readily. They are usually 
items that represent special com¬ 
pounds not quickly available from 
vendors. 

The job of making the parts 
is relatively simple when done 
by skilled operators. Swain and 
Mathis start out with raw rubber 
—silicone, natural or synthetic— 
on a rubber mill. The chunks of 
rubber are fed into the rollers 
and pressed to uniform thickness. 
Then the part is cut from a pat¬ 
tern or molded into desired shape. 

Next comes vulcanizing on a 
small electric press that combines 
heat and pressure to make the 
rubber usable. After a short time 
in the press, the part is ready 
to be tested. 

If testing proves out, the part 
can then be manufactured. 

“We’ve been doing a lot of work 
for the B-58 and several other 
projects at Convair,’’ said Owen.

Convair’s planning for a bright 
future, however, already extends 
far beyond the B-58. Esenwein 
pointed to work now being done 
in preparation for atomic-pow¬ 
ered aircraft, and for projects to 
follow even that. 

As for today, here and now, he 
emphasized the need for all the 
"skill, care and effort we can 
muster” to go not only into the 
B-58, but in the numerous other 
projects which are equally im¬ 
portant. 

These include work on the 
TF-102 nose, B-52, B-36 spares, 
research and development pro¬ 
grams, and a number of other 
efforts not made public. 

"Our object always is to keep 
a well - balanced organization 
with enough work to require a 
full factory and to assure effi¬ 
cient use of the plant in which 
we work,” he said. 

He called for more “using our 
heads instead of our backs” to 
improve performance by such in¬ 
dices as quality, realization, costs, 
schedules, attendance and over¬ 
head. 

Esenwein said that teamwork 
has put the Convair Fort Worth 
organization where it is — and 
that only more teamwork will 
push it on to make it a “truly 
great organization.” 

“The people we work with and 
live with are of more concern in 
this than any other factor,” he 
said. 

Success in all these matters, he 
added, depends upon the “intangi¬ 
bles—upon our unfailing honesty 
in all things, our insistence upon 
facing the facts, our loyalty to 
our missions, our competitive 
spirit, our persistence in settling 
for nothing less than the best— 
and upon our enthusiasm.”

High Altitude 

B-58 Test Cell 
Started at FW 


Work on a new $2 million-plus high altitude test facil¬ 
ity is due to get under way at Convair Fort Worth in 
October. 

It brings to more than $3,250,000 the total of new 
construction now under way on the plant site. 


Newest is the environmental 
test chamber for tests in the B-58 
program, and others. 

The high altitude test cham¬ 
bers will simulate service con¬ 
ditions of high and low tem¬ 
peratures with—or without— 
reduced air density and con¬ 
trolled humidity and will be 
located just south of the ex¬ 
perimental building with about 
2500 square feet of test area. 
The facility will be operated by 
the engineering test sections. 

It will require two separate 
structures: an equipment build¬ 
ing and three test chambers. 

The test facility will consist of 
five parts: a large test chamber, 
two smaller test cells, an instru¬ 
ment corridor and a control room. 

Each smaller test cell will be 
20 by 17% feet and 12 feet high. 
Each will be insulated, have heat 
and refrigeration units, light fix¬ 
tures and overhead bridge crane. 
Or the cells can be combined in 
one 20 by 35 foot chamber by 
removing the dividing bulkhead. 

The larger test chamber will 
be 35 by 50 feet and 12 feet high. 
It will have an instrument corri¬ 
dor adjoining the south side. A 
two-story control room will con¬ 
nect the larger test chamber and 
the two cells. 

North of the chambers will be 
a control and equipment building. 
Compressors, refrigeration equip¬ 
ment, heat exchangers and other 
auxiliary equipment will be 
housed in this building. They will 
supply the test chambers. 

Altitudes up to 100,000 feet can 
be simulated in the chambers, as 
well as temperatures from minus 
100 to plus 400 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit with controlled humidity 
conditions.

Emergency Aid 
Grants Total 
$14,000 so Far 

Almost $14,000 has gone al¬ 
ready this fiscal year to Convair 
employees in need of immediate 
financial assistance, the Con- 
Trib-Club Emergency Aid com¬ 
mittee reported this week. 

Since that total was made up 
of more than 220 grants, the 
average grant was around $63. 

“That’s a relatively small 
amount of money these days,” 
said Milt Stewart, Emergency 
Aid chairman.

Approximately 14 months ago, Convair delivered the first 
production F-I02A to the Air Force. 

Soon thereafter, I wrote a special message to emphasize the 
importance of our meeting production schedules. It appeared in 
Convairiety Aug. 10, 1955. At that time, I 
wrote: 

"It is urgent that we meet our F-102 de¬ 
livery schedule . . . and equally urgent that 
we produce these airplanes at the lowest pos¬ 
sible cost, freeing every possible dollar for 
use on other necessary weapons programs . . . 

"I charge you, each individual Convair 
worker, to so apply your inborn capacity for 
intelligent, ingenious, and persevering hard 
work that these vital goals are met . . 

Since then, you have met the challenge and Convair has held 
faithfully to its production and delivery schedules, despite the 
problems and difficulties that we all knew would arise. 

My congratulations! 

However, the words of more than a year ago still apply. We 
are now facing a period of stepped-up production that will con¬ 
tinue at an ever-increasing rate well into next year. 

In such a situation, the contribution of each individual becomes 
even more important. And I mean each one of you, even re¬ 
motely connected with the F-102, is very important to the success 
of our program. It is essential that you be on the job, consistently

Qualifying Tests 
Held Important 
For Scholarships 

Convair sons and daughters, 
who are high school seniors this 
year and plan to attend college, 
were advised this week to in¬ 
quire into the Scholarship Quali¬ 
fying Test which will be held in 
almost all high schools of the 
country Oct. 24. 

The test is given automatic¬ 
ally to five per cent of each 
senior class and other students 
may take it by paying a small 
fee. 

H. W. Rubottom, SD chief of 
training, explained that partici¬ 
pation in the testing is highly 
important, particularly if stu¬ 
dents intend to make a bid for 
scholarships (such as Convair 
every year offers to Convair sons 
who intend to enter engineering 
or allied fields).

Convairs LA Office Grows Rapidly 
In Pace With Expanded Purchasing

In response to the mounting 
tempo of Convair production ac¬ 
tivity at San Diego, Convair buy¬ 
ing of parts and materials has 
headed steadily upward, a sur¬ 
vey showed this week. 

Particularly apparent is the in¬ 
crease in purchasing from vend¬ 
ors in the greater Los Angeles 
area where about half of the en¬ 
tire buying for San Diego Divi¬ 
sion and the Astronautics pro¬ 
gram is done. As a consequence, 
Convair’s Los Angeles office has

zoomed in size from a handful 
of persons early this year to a 
staff of some 67 at present. 
Chances are it will grow even 
more in coming months. 

The office (called “Convair 
SD Plant 3” by the staff!) is 
located at 1000 South Manhat¬ 
tan Place, just off Western 
Ave. 

J. A. Marshall heads a group 
of about 50 from San Diego, 
while Roy Coykendall, long-time 
Convair man with experience 
both at SD and FW Divisions, 
supervises 16 representatives 
from Fort Worth. The staff in¬ 
cludes procurement representa¬ 
tives, quality control and source 
inspectors, liaison engineers and 
tooling representatives. 

“The complex nature of pro¬ 
grams at these divisions has been 
rightly described as almost ‘be¬ 
yond the status of the art/ ” 
Marshall said. “Therefore, any 
help we can give vendors in 
meeting extra rigid controls will 
pay off in the long run.” 

Each of the groups at the 
office performs tasks within its 
own specialty but all work to¬ 
ward a common goal—to expe¬ 
dite and coordinate procurement 
functions. This may involve a 
simple telephone call to one of 
more than 2,000 vendors supply¬ 
ing Convair in that area, or a 
lengthy stay at his plant. 

The LA office is not to be 
confused with Convair’s network 
of expediters, (Convairiety, 
March 23, 1955), which does sim¬ 
ilar work but covers a far wider 
area. 

Requests for assistance pour 
into the LA office over tele¬ 
phones, wire service or direct 
teletype hook-ups with the divi¬ 
sions. Each request is acted upon 
promptly, according to its ur¬ 
gency. Some take minutes, oth 
ers may require weeks. Most of 
the staff works out of the West¬ 
ern Ave. headquarters, but there 
are exceptions. 

“There is one man in the 
field I haven’t seen for three 
months!” Marshall said. “We 
keep in touch by telephone.” 
One of the “hottest” items now 
demanding attention is ground 
support equipment for the F-102A 
program. Vendors ship this equip¬ 
ment direct to the Air Force, but 
only after it is subjected to rigid 
inspection to insure the same 
quality control standards main 
tained at Convair. 


Chance Tryout for Movie Role 
Launches Lad on Film Career 


Jon Provost, already a veteran 
actor at the age of six, will leave 
Saturday (Sept. 22) with his 
mother for Japan to co-star in 
RKO’s forthcoming picture, “Es¬ 
capade in Japan.”

New Electronic Data Computer 
Added to Facilities in FW Lab 


A new “704” electronic data 
processing computer has been in¬ 
stalled at Convair Fort Worth to 
supplement—and later replace— 
the “701” now in use. 

The “704” operates from a 
large, intricately wired central 
unit. Problems, after they are 
analyzed, coded and key punched 
on special cards, are fed to this 
central unit. 

The machine reads the prob¬ 
lems at 10,000 words a minute. 
Addition, subtraction or multipli¬ 
cation instructions are done at 
the rate of 40,000 a second! 


One of the new computer’s main 
advantages is its high speed mem¬ 
ory which stores answers on mag¬ 
netic tapes. The tapes, when 
needed, *can be replaced in the 
machine at any time and will re¬ 
call information in a few million¬ 
ths of a second. 

“We’re finding many advan¬ 
tages with the ‘704’,” said D. E. 
Richmond, group engineer. “It’s 
virtually free of error, operates 
from three to 10 times faster than 
the ‘701/ and has a larger capac¬ 
ity. We plan to add another ‘704’ 
to our lab in a few months.”

Guards' Idea Speeds Clearance 
For Vendors Visiting Convair

Hundreds of vendor represent¬ 
atives coming to Convair Fort 
Worth are getting down to busi¬ 
ness faster than ever these days. 
And they have industrial secu¬ 
rity guards at the lobby to thank 
for it. 

The reason for it is a time¬ 
saving and cost-saving Employee 
Suggestion made by guards P. C. 
Brown and G. R. Brown. 

Their idea was a new type of 
Convair security clearance card 
and a new intercom phone to 
speed up the entire process. 

Vendors formerly had to wait 
while their security records were 
checked through a cumbersome, 
time-consuming and costly proc¬ 
ess. (About 100 vendors, repre¬ 
senting 45 companies visit Con¬ 
vair FW each day.) 

“Sometimes the cards were 
misfiled, lost or had expired, 1 ” 
the guards said. “We’d lose time 
looking for them. And that meant 
the vendor had to wait. 

“We’d also have to verify 
clearance by phone in indus¬ 
trial security. This took even 
more time, what with busy 
lines and such.” 

Now the vendor gets a card on 
his first trip to Convair. He 
keeps the card with him and 
presents it to the guard at the 
lobby when he comes to Convair. 
The guard then verifies clear¬ 
ance in security building, using 
the new intercom phone. 

The new method eliminates the 
separate card file system in the 
lobby and cuts down on waiting 
time for vendors. 

Net result is a saving in ex¬ 
pense and time to Convair. And

lathe for deburring. It speeds the 
process and also reduces chances 
for error—and for scrap. 

The idea itself is simple. But 
since there are about 4,000 such 
parts on each B-58, it adds up to 
a substantial saving over a period 
of a year, and helped Dept. 30 to 
make its 1956 Employee Sugges¬ 
tion goal. 

That, in turn, made the de¬ 
partment the second in the FW 
plant to achieve its 1956 goal in 
both ESs and CIPs. The other is 
Dept. 44. 

Nine departments have topped 
their ES quotas, and five have 
gone over the top in CIPs. 

“That means we’ve still got 
a long way to go,” said M. J. 
Scott, of industrial engineer¬ 
ing. “Some departments are 
close, but they still need a few 
good cases to top their goals.” 

Scott pointed out that Rozina’s 
was an example of a good Em¬ 
ployee Suggestion. 

“It reflects thinking and cost 
saving—not only in manhours, 
but in cutting down on scrap,” 
he said. 

Departments that have met ES 
quotas are: 30, 44, 4, 6, 19, 22, 
27, 28 and 29. Those that have 
met CIP quotas are: Depts. 6, 
30, 42, 44 and 73. 

“We’ve all got to get busy and 
get our ideas in the form of sug¬ 
gestions and CIPs,” said Scott. 
“We’ve got just about three and 
a half months to meet our quota.”

High Altitude Test Chamber to 
Test B-58 Being Built at FW

The test equipment will use 
100,000 pounds of steam an hour 
from the boiler plant—full ca¬ 
pacity of one boiler. A 10,000 
gallon per minute cooling tower 
will also be used. 

The walls will be reinforced 
steel plate with 12-inch-thick 
insulation wall lining. 

The chambers represent about 
three years of planning by engi¬ 
neering and plant engineering 
people. Plant engineering pre¬ 
pared the specifications and pre¬ 
liminary plans. 

The work will be done under 
two contracts. Arthur E. Magher 
Co., Inc., New York, will do detail 
design and construction of the 
mechanical systems and test 
chambers.
